Dictator Goes Under Knive 


Before the largest audience to a t­ 
tend any previous Week of Prayer 
service, now in progress at the P res­ 
byterian Church, Rev. Earl J. Bow­ 
man, pastor of St. James Lutheran 
church, declared: “There are many 
women in G ettysburg too busy to a t­ 
tend Sunday School, church or m is­ 
sionary society, but who have time 
for two or three afternoons a week in 
foolish 
social 
diversions 
th at 
ac­ 
complish no good for themselves or 
anyone else.” 
It was the largest assemblage to 
attend any of the services conducted 
so far, during the special Week of 
Prayer. 
Long before 
the 
hour of 
opening the church 
was 
well 
filled 
with church-goers. 
Rev. Bowman de­ 
livered the sermon. 
He was forceful 
and eloquent in his discourse. 
He de­ 
clared th at “people find it hard to 
give of their money, their time or 
their energy to the church because 
they have not first surrendered them ­ 
selves to the Lord.” 
He scored “many women in Get­ 
tysburg” for their lack of church in­ 
terest and church activity and their 
special attention to social diversions, 
bridge and luncheons. 
Must Devote Time 
In developing this theme, Mr. Bow­ 
man said, that the church as the body 
of C hrist ought to be pulsating with 
the same principles and ideals which 
dominate Christ, the 
Head 
of 
the 
church. 
“A man does not belong to 
the church 
merely by 
having 
his 
name on the roll,” said Mr. Bowmen; 
“he only belongs to it when he devotes 
himself to it and to the things for 
which it stands, and becomes a vital 
part of its life.” The four phases of 
life which the speaker emphasized as 
phases that need to he permeated with 
the spirit of Christ 
and definitely 
dedicated to His service were: “our 
personalities; our talents; 
our 
in­ 
fluence; our time.” 
“We need to re­ 
member often,” 
said 
Mr. 
Bowman, 
“th at I belong to God.” Continuing the 
speaker 
said, 
“ We 
should 
re­ 
peat this truth in the hours of tem p­ 
tation as did Joseph in Egypt and 
Daniel in Babylon. 
Ko one has the 
right to use his talents solely for 
self or solely for entertainm ent—God 
gives them to us to use for Him and 
His glory*. The unused abilities of the 
church are the exultation of Hell; the 
surprise of Heaven and the loss* of 
men. 
Our talents belong to God and 
the use of them seven days in the 
week ought to be consecrated to Him.” 
In the new year, said Mr. Bowman, 
we need to re-budget our time and 
make life 
worthwhile 
by 
a 
great 
worthwhile purpose. 
During the w ar 
no one had time for the petty trivial­ 
ities of life, but since th at heroic tim e 
we have relapsed into living the little 
lives. 
Young People Grow Petty 
“There are young people growing 
petty,” he said, “because they have 
nothing but petty things to do; women 
spending their w inters pouring tea 
when they m ight ‘be lifting the de­ 
graded womanhood of 
the 
O rient; 
men do less who m ight be changing 
industrial 
life, 
changing 
empires, 
moving continents. 
We 
are called 
with Paul to look up into the face of 
the Lord Jesus and ask Tim, ‘How 
wouldst thou have 
me 
ta use 
my 
tim e? 
In prayer we ought to re ­ 
organize our time so as to give God 
a bigger share of it and always the 
first claim upon it.”

IN RAID, BUT 


LIQUOR IS GONE 


Two Countians F a c e 
Charges Of Selling 
Illicit Beverage,. 
Say Police. 


Two persons were arrested, a third 
is expected to he apprehended today 
and a quantity of empty half-gallon 
'bottles, all carrying the odor of liq­ 
uor, was uncovered, when state and 
county police raided three homes in 
McSherrystown, Thursday afternoon. 
Hayes Groft and J. G. “Ju g ” Groft, 
both of McSherrystown, w*ere arrest­ 
ed on charges of illegally selling al­ 
leged intoxicating liquor, hut were 
later released on $500 bail each for 
their 
appearance a t a preliminary 
hearing to be held Saturday after­ 
noon at 4 o’clock, before Justice J. L. 
Hill here. 
W arrant For Another 
A w arrant for the arrest of Michael 
Adams, McSherrystown, also has been 
issued, but he w*as not at home when 
the raiding party visited McSherrys­ 
town. 
He is said to have been work­ 
ing in Hanover, but his arrest today 
was predicted by police. 
He also 
will be charged with the illegal sale 
of liquor. 
The homes of the two Crofts and 
Adams were visited by the six raiders, 
two going simultaneously into each 
dwelling. 
No liquor was found a t 
any one of the three places visited, 
but at the home of Adams several 
hundred two-quart bottles and a cop­ 
per coil, such as it used on a distil­ 
ling apparatus, were uncovered in tho 
basement and garret. 
Strong Odor In Bottles 
According to Sheriff John C. Sheal­ 
er, who was one of the two officers 
who raided Adams’ home, where tho 
coil and empty bottles were found, a 
strong odor of liquor was found in 
the bottles. 
The raid followed the purchase by 
several state policemen two weeks 
ago of liquor from the two Grofts and 
Adams, it was stated. 
The officers 
were in plain clothes a t the time of 
the alleged purchase, and one of the 
troopers was a stranger in this coun­ 
ty. 
According to the state police, the 
trio of McSherrystownians have been 
consistent violators of the liquor laws, 
and their arrests are expected to go 
far in the mopping of alleged wet con­ 
ditions in the lower county town, the 
troopers declare. 
'R aiding Party 
In the raiding party Thursday aft­ 
ernoon were Corporal S. S. Mollen- 
kof, Troopers Buckbee, of the local 
substation, and Mitchell and Herman, 
of company headquarters, H arrisburg; 
Sheriff Shealer and County Detective 
Charles H. Wilson.

H arrisburg-.— Proposed am endm ents 
to the C onstitution may be introduced 
and passed th e 
first 
tim e 
by 
the 
special session of the G eneral A s­ 
sem bly called for Jan u ary 13, but no 
action 
m ay 
be taken 
on 
pending 
am endm ents, or those passed for the 
first tim e by the 
1925 
L egislature. 
This is the opinion expressed by legal 
authorities who 
have 
been studying 
th e rig h t of the L egislature to act on 
am endm ents during an ex tra session. 
A special session also 
m ay 
pass 
resolutions but if they carry appro­ 
priations they m ust be subm itted the 
governor for approval. 
In case of a 
veto th e Assem bly then may pass th e 
resolution over the veto in the sam e 
m anner th a t a bill is passed over th e 
executive’s disapproval. 
U nder a constitutional provision a 
special session of the L egislature is 
prohibited from passing legislation on 
subjects other than those included in 
th e call for such 
session. 
However 
n either resolutions 
nor 
am endm ents 
are affected by this prohibition, the 
am endm ent being a 
joint 
resolution 
asking th e people to adopt or reject 
a certain proposal to change a pro­ 
vision in the sta te constitution. 
Any am endm ents 
passed 
by 
the 
special session could Im* subm itted to 
the voters one 
year 
earlier 
th an 
otherw ise would be possible. 
U nder 
th e C onstitution an am endm ent p ass­ 
ing one L egislature m ust 
Im ? passed 
th e second tim e by th e “General A s­ 
sem bly next afterw ard s chosen.”

next y ear will bring a general elec­

legislators

selected, the 1927 session could pass 
for th e second tim e any am endm ents 
approved by the present le g isla tu re 
in regular or ex tra session.
